| Boston —(NC)}— Mixed marriages were strongly warned 
against and fathers were exhorted to take their proper places 


as head of the family in a series of resolutions adopted at the 


close of the 24th annual National Catholic Conierence on 


Family Life here. 


The resolution on mixed marriages stated that “between 
‘one-fourth and one-third of all)

Bishop Asserts 
Religious Schools 
Are American 


Denver, Colo. —{(NC)— 
Bishop Robert J. Dwyer of 
Reno said here that efforts 
must be made to change the 
“climate of American opin- 
ion” which is based on the idea 


that the only genuinely American 
school is the public school. 


The vast majority of people in 
this country have been persuaded 
into accepting the proposition that 
the public school is the true Amer- 
ican school, and that, therefore, it 
is the only One deserving of atten- 
tion, the prelate told more than 
1,200 men attending a Communion 
breakfast here. 


He called this “utterly false and 
misleading,” and said it is a “clear 
indication” of Socialist thinking. 

The bishop added that his re- 
marks did not constitute an attack 
upon the public schools, but rather 
upon “a strong popular impres- 
sion.” He stated that his attitude 
toward public schools was a “com- 
pound of admiration and entire 
good will.”
